Station, will leave here next Monday 
morning for Vancouver, W ashington, j 
The trial of Roy Bolen, of W ash­ 
ington, charged with the slaying of 
Mrs. 
Flem m ing’s 
son, 
W alter, 
18, 
starts in Vancouver on Monday, Ja n ­ 
uary 18. 
Mrs. 
Flemming’s 
trip to 
Vancouver will consume five days and 
nights. 
A headless body, positively identi­ 
fied by W ashington police as that of 
Flemming, was taken from the Van­ 
couver river on August 6, last year. 
Flemming was last seen July 28. 
Identity Is Certain 
Identification 
of 
Flemming 
was 
made through his fingerprints, com- * 
pared with the prints 
of his fingers 
taken when he joined the arm y at 
H arrisburg, March 18, 1924. 
County Detective Charles H. W il­ 
son has been conducting a local in­ 
vestigation into the character, life and 
habits of 
Flemming 
preparatory to 
the beginning of the m urder trial. 
A 
picture of Flemming, 
taken shortly 
before his enlistm ent, also was se­ 
cured by Detective Wilson and fo r­ 
warded to th* W aahington police----- 
Flem m ing’s head has not been re­ 
covered, his m other said this a fte r­ 
noon, but with the arrest and trial of 
Bolen another search for that part of 
the murdered 
man’s 
body 
will 
be 
made. 
Flem m ing’s 
body had been 
kept at the city morgue in Vancouver 
since its recovery from the river, and 
was buried December 28. 
Motive Th M ystery 
Although the motive for the kill­ 
ing of Flem ming is not known, the 
trial will probably bring it to light. 
The form er Adams countian disap­ 
peared from a farm on which he had 
been working, and it was thought th at 
he had been killed by a fellow-worker. 
The killing took place afte r several 
m ysterious fires had destroyed sev­ 
eral building* on the farm on which 
Flemming, and Bolen, indicted as his 
slayer, worked. 
Mrs. 
Hem m ing 
has 
been 
sub­ 
poenaed as a witness 
for the Com­ 
monwealth at the trial of Bolen. Or­ 
dinarily, the Commonwealth pays all 
of a w itness’ expenses 
in appearing 
for a trial, but in 
Mrs. 
Flem ming’s 
case the state of W ashington is pay­ 
ing only half of her expenses incurred 
in crossing the continent, probably 
the longest journey 
taken 
by 
any 
resident of Adams county to appear 
as a witness at a trial.

534 SILOS IN 
ADAMS COUNTY 


Fifteen Per Cent of Farms in 
County Have Silas Accord­ 
ing to Agricultural 
Report. 


The silo population of Pennsylvania 
continues its rapid 
increase of the 
decade, according to estimates, based 
upon county reports, made by the 
State Department of Agriculture. 
A 
year ago it was estimated that 55,143 
farm s 
or about 27 
per cent 
w’ere 
equipped with one or more silos. 
On 
December I, 1925, the estim ates in -i 
dicated an increase to 00,618 or about 
30 per cent of all the farms. 
Adams county is listed as having 
534* silos or fifteen per cent of the 
number of farm s. 
“Dairymen and beef cattle feeders 
are turning to the silo more and more 
in an effort to reduce feed bills and 
make the most use of home-grown 
products,” states John 
M. 
McKee, 
Deputy 
Secretary 
of 
Agriculture. 
“The silo is so generally used today 
that the large dairyman 
or 
cattle 
feeder who does not have at least one 
is the exception. 
Not 
many years 
ago, the farm er who 
put 
up 
‘th at 
tubelike structure’ at the end of his 
barn and started ‘canning’ com was 
the main topic of conversation among 
tile village storebox 
council. 
Dire 
results were even predicted. Time has 
changed the attitude entirely and to­ 
day the increasing popularity of the 
silo is just one evidence of the greater 
efficiency of agricultural production in 
Pennsylvania. 
The same progress as) 
evidenced by the silo can be traced to 
many other features of present-day 
farm equipment.” 
Franklin county has 814 silos w’hile 
York county boasts of 3,476.

I TREES PLANTED

I State Plants More Than

that a total of 9,181,108 forest trees 
were planted in Pennsylvania in 1925. 
This is the largest number of trees 
that have been set 
out 
during 
any 
year since the D epartm ent began to 
plant trees on the State Forests and 
distribute them to private planters 
throughout the state. 
In Adams county, eleven tree plant­ 
ers set out 17,156 forest trees, and in 
Franklin county, 40 owners of forest 
land planted a total of 54,236 forest 
trees. 
Clearfield county stands first 
among the 67 counties of the state 
with a total of 731,715 trees. Cambria 
comes second with 537,300 trees, and 
Indiana 
comes 
third 
with 
435,745 
trees- 
Berks county again leads in 
the number of 
tree 
planters, 
for 
during 1925 IOO different tree planters 
set 
out a 
total 
of 356,905 
tree^: 
Cambria county is a close second with 
96 landowners 
who 
planted 
forest 
trees. 
35 Million In 36 Years 
In addition to the trees planted by 
the 2,156 private forest tree plant­ 
ers, a total of 362,100 trees were set 
out on the S tate Forests. This makes 
a total of 35,693,759 forest trees th at 
have been planted on the State F or­ 
ests since 1899, when the first forest 
tree plantation wras established 
in 
Pennsylvania. * Many of the trees in 
the older plantations on the State 
j Forests are now rapidly approaching 
timber size.

quantities of choice lumber.

V . of C. Helps to Pay 
By agreem ent, the Cham ber of Com­ 
merce paid the incidental expenses of 
the local substation 
for November. 
The borough has been 
paying the 
rent for the state police quarters in 
the Topper building, Baltim ore street, 
and council, it is expected, will con­ 
tinue to bear th at part of the cost 
of the local substation in the future.

50,000 BBLS. 
APPLES SENT 
ABROAD, 1925 


Adams S e n d s Large 
Quantity of Apples 
to Europe, New 
Survey Shows. 


F ifty thousand barrels of apples, 
chiefly the York Imperial variety, were 
sent abroad from Adams county in 
; 1925, according to a conservative esti­ 
m a te by A. E. Rice, Biglerville, one 
of the largest exporters in the state. 
Mr. Rice said, the demand for York 
Imperials in London and on the con­ 
tin e n t is so great th a t the price of 
th at particular variety surpasses any 
other, either at home or abroad. 
| 
Mr. Rice today denied reports th at 
a general embargo on American ap­ 
ples was to be placed by British im­ 
port officials as a result cf the arsenic 
j spray used here. 
British authorities 
have indicated their intention of seiz- 
| ing and 
destroying any American 
grow ers’ apples thought to be danger­ 
o u s to health by reason of having 
(heen sprayed with arsenic solution. 
Danger Is Passed 
But Mr. Rice today made public the 
latest bulletin on this subject from 
the International Apple Shippers’ As­ 
sociation, of which he is a member, 
stating that “all danger of a general 
jembargo on American apples as a re­ 
sult of arsenic spray had passed,” al­ 
though shippers in this country were 
advised to closely watch apples to 
guard against condemnations in Eng- 
(land. 


j 
According to Mr. Rice, some apples 
I from Adams county probably went 
abroad last fall 
with 
a 
blue-gray 
j chemical deposit on the skin, which 
was found to contain a small quantity 
I of arsenic, and tw’o retail dealers in 
London were recently prosecuted for 
selling American apples 
with 
such 
covering on the skins. 


I 
The reason for the arsenic coating 
on the fruit, according to Mr. Rice, 
1 was the fact that some apples were 
sprayed not long before they were 
(Picked and before sufficient rains had 
] fallen to wash some of the spray from 
the fruit. 
Spraying Not Dangerous 
The amount of arsenic found on ap­ 
ples in London m arkets was smaller 
than is prescribed as a medicinal dose 
by the British authorities, and the 
danger to the public was held to be 
infinitesimal, yet 
‘its mere presence 
on the fruit causes a good deal of 
harm in the public mind and a cam­ 
paign may be organized to prevent 
fruit growlers using poisonous sprays,” 
according to reports from England. 
The London Times stated that a 
considerable number of English or­ 
chards had been sprayed last year with 
arsenic solution, “u’ith the result that 
the apples in every case were found 
to be perfectly safe,” when examined 
for arsenic impurities by the ministry 
of agriculture.

Henry Allen Rowell, 78-year- 
old white-bearded soldier of fo r­ 
tune, who fought for the cause of 
the Confederacy here in 1863, re ­ 
turned from South America Wed­ 
nesday with a tale of suffering 
and hardship experienced by a 
small group of Californians, who 
left San Francisco in 1923 to es­ 
tablish a colony in Peru. 
Only 
eleven 
members 
of a 
colony of fifty-two, which set out 
in 1923 to 
grow 
cotton in the 
wilderness 
450 
miles north of 
Callao, remain, Rowell said. 
He 
was picked up, penniless and in 
rags and suffering from a broken 
ankle, by the m aster of a Stand­ 
ard Oil river boat. 
The skipper took Rowell’3 cot­ 
ton crop to Iquitas, 800 miles 
above the settlem ent on the Pachi- 
tea river, where it realized $250, 
most of which was spent for the 
passage to New York. 


Row’ell told how forty of the 
settlers, disappointed and disil­ 
lusioned, and some of them starv­ 
ing, had left the colony after a 
few weeks and disappeared dowm 
the river on a raft. 
Ile said he 
never heard from them again. 
The eleven Rowell left behind 
are tormented day and night by 
gnats, and are subsisting on ba­ 
nanas and monkey meat. 
Rowell has been roaming since 
he w'as 14. He was with the Con­ 
federate Army in the battle here 
and was at 
Promontory, 
Utah, 
when Leland Stanford drove the 
first spike in the Central Pacific 
Railway System. He said he was 
planning to return to California 
to visit his sister 
and 
nephew. 
But the adventurous urge, he said, 
would probably “g et” him again. 
“I may not stay,” he said. 
“I 
have heard a lot about the A rgen­ 
tine, and it may be worth investi­ 
gating.”
